Greetings on the final day of November 2021 and welcome to another edition of the Daily Blog. 


Living in Florida certainly has its advantages. I'm back to full time shorts attire as daytime temperatures are so 
comfortable for this Northerner. The Publix supermarket is less than a few minute drive or a decent walk. The satellite 
USPS office is less than a seven minute drive, at least until the roadways remain uncongested due to a wave of 
snowbirds after Christmas. 


Monday brought roughly 20 boxes being shipped along with Whitman Baltimore show new purchases photography. 
Diane "the saint" spent over an hour on the phone with two USPS agents concerning the recently stolen 1856 $3 and 
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1852-D $5 U.S. gold pieces. The USPS agents took more information and promised that they would look for the coins. A 
polite response but thoroughly doubtful that they will locate those who are lifting coins out of Priority boxes. Diane will 
be shortly contacting both impacted clients for their affidavits towards filing Hugh Woods insurance claims. Once we 
have the affidavits, the clients will be made whole before we receive Hugh Woods settlement less the deductible. 


Monday saw revised shipping procedures with a non numismatic return address and double bagging of coins valued 
over $1000. GFRC customers should be pleased with the near term usage of USPS Express shipments. Once Priority Mail 
padded envelopes are received, we will shift to those for the double bagging strategy. 


Each morning brings a similar ritual. There is breakfast with Gutfield followed by checking on Seth Godin's latest 
blogpost and the occasional review of my Quora feed. Afterwards, the time to compose another Blog edition arrives.

A few incremental bids arrived on Monday with the Tennessee Collection tally standing at 15 pieces meeting reserves.

The bold who have placed bids are hoping that their numbers will be high enough to survive the 
Saturday evening finale. Those on the sidelines are carefully watching the initial bidding to gain a sense of what auction 
closing bids will be necessary to win their targeted lots. 


My role is to continually remind the GFRC community of the auction and those lots that are worthy of being added to a 
personal collection. Behind the scenes, | am responding to private questions on certain lots. 


Following are four lots that remain unattached but should not be. Each piece has been assigned a Choice quality rating 
and warrants your consideration.

Superb Whitman Baltimore Early Half Dollar New Purchases 


Within the Daily Blog, | try to be straight on life and the GFRC business. If things are not going well, you will hear the 
details. lf Dan and | had a super buying show, the details will not be hyped but rather substantiated with a series of eye 
catching galleries. This is the case for the Whitman Baltimore show. Dan and | did some excellent buying as we hone our 
skills and become increasingly comfortable in writing five figure checks. 


The following gallery showcases the better early half dollar pieces that were captured at the Baltimore show. Several 
others sold promptly once being loaded into the bourse floor cases and are unavailable for today's display. 


Obviously, a marquee offering is a gem 1870-CC half that is only one of three at the VF35 grade with CAC approval. There 
is a Single AU53 finer. If you check the GFRC Sales Archive, | sold one of the another VF35 CAC examples during 
September 2021 for $13,500. That piece had also garnered a Gem quality rating. The new example was seen at the 
Whitman Baltimore show after the purchase by a regular GFRC client. After careful consideration, our friend pulled the 
trigger on Sunday at the $16,000 asking price. 


The balance of today's gallery offerings are rated Choice or Gem via the GFRC quality system. Eye appeal and/or rarity 


should be promptly evident. Please look for these new purchases to reach the price list later today. Already there are 
inquires on the 1818 O-107 half and the 1872-CC Seated half. Both offer outstanding eye appeal at their certified grades.

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Branch Mint Collection Offerings Still Available 


Those who attend major shows with GFRC being present will remember the small display tray that features the top 
offerings in my inventory. At the Whitman Baltimore show, that tray contained the remaining Branch Mint Collection 
auction lots and the 1870-CC half that is illustrated above. This tray garnered ongoing attention due to the superior 
quality of the individual pieces. One common complaint however, were the asking prices which | would like to respond to. 


The finest coins for the grade will typically trade at well above "the guides". Take a look at the CDN CAC guide for the 
1870-CC PCGS VF35 CAC half. This piece just sold for $16,000 versus a guide number of $9,340. The CDN number is 
obviously incorrect. However, to secure CDN attention to fix their numbers, | must take the initiative to feed GFRC 
auction and sales results into a CDN database towards their review for potential update. This will not happen since | am 
way too busy operating the GFRC business and supporting clients. Astute buyers will ignore the CDN CAC guide due to 
its limitations and instead check the GFRC Sales Archive to learn true market levels for premium Liberty Seated coins. 


This is the case for the Branch Mint Collection offerings. | heard complaints of offer prices being too high as compared to 
the guides at the Baltimore show. What am I supposed to say to those individuals? My standard response was that these 
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are the cream of the cream for Liberty Seated coinage and worth the offer prices. The consignor is a "stubborn rancher" 
who knows the value of his coins and will not dicker. Please think about this for a moment in today's inflationary market.

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2021 GFRC Black Friday Sale Summary 


Greetings and welcome to the Daily Blog as we close out the month of November. 


The past two weeks have been a blur and I'm pleased to have survived the ordeal. The Whitman Baltimore show was a 
stellar event both from a sales and buying perspective. The Florida migration was challenging due to driving the two 
days prior to the Thanksgiving holiday. The Black Friday Sale was quite different than past years. Friday brought a huge 
buying wave followed by quiet days on Saturday and Sunday. The Tennessee Collection auction is now underway without 
issues. 


I'm sitting in the GFRC office and feeling a sense of relief that the past two weeks have gone well. Meticulous planning 
and intense focus on small details (plus good luck) were key to the success. The only negative that is eating at me is the 
loss of the 1852-D $5 gold piece. | still don't get this one. How did thieves know to hit a USPS Small Priority box with an 
expensive $5 gold piece inside? Diane and | are certain that the coin was shipped given the side creases on the brown 
envelope. | wish to have been at the customer's home when the box arrived to inspect the outside taping. Diane's taping 
Is distinctive. 


Looking at the bigger picture, the Omicron variant is driving the new news cycle with New York state declaring a state of 
emergency. Here is Florida, life goes on with less excitement. The Winter FUN show is just five weeks away with 
travelings from throughout the U.S. attending the event. Let's hope that the Omicron panic settles down during the next 
few weeks. 


Whitman Baltimore New Purchases Photography Day 

Today brings bright sunny skies to mid-west coast Florida. Other than shipping a host of Black Friday Sale orders, the 
primary task is photography a little over 50 Baltimore show new purchases and consigned items. This group has 37 CAC 
approved pieces including 4 Gold CAC beans. The next two weeks bring an exciting roll-out of premium new purchases. 
The engineer in me has developed a new process to speed the photography process. The 50+ coins have been grouped 
by size from the smallest (3 cent silver) to the largest (Draped Bust dollar). Efficiencies can be had when photographing 
coins of the small size as there is no need for focal length adjustments. Once the queue reaches quarter sized coins, a 
special 3/4" plastic offset is employed to increase the focal length. This offset remains in place for quarters, halves, and 
dollar sized coins. U.S. gold simply fits into the queue based on size. 

To gain maximum image processing efficiency, | will be using a batch processing approach for image alignment, 
cropping, and initial color adjustments. The final processing of individual images will take place with Daily Blog gallery 
marketing in mind. 


Operating a business with high service levels and quality standards requires repeatable processes. There is little if any 
artistry evolved though the final images are seen as beautiful representations of eye appeal coins. 


Tennessee Collection Liberty Seated Dollar Set Auction Sale - Brief Status 
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The opening bidding for the Tennessee Collection sale is behind us. The sale includes 36 lots with 14 meeting reserves 
so far. Bidding total presently stands at $43,500 or there about. As expected, the CAC sticker lots are seeing the most 
attention early on. In Sunday's Blog edition, | listed four dollars that warrant strong bids even though they lack a CAC 
green bean. 


In today's edition, let's feature four dates that have received multiple bids. The number of bids is listed as (x) after the 
lot's date and TPG certification. 


Going into the auction, we knew that the 1861 dollar would receive the most attention. This is a rare date with only 18 
approved by CAC. Only 5 pieces have been approved in all AU grades. The current $6000 bid price will certainly be 
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bested during later bidding. The 1867 dollar is a sweet piece, also with only 18 being CAC approved in all grades and 6 
pieces in all AU grades. The CDN CAC guide will be certainly tested for these two lots.

Friday and Saturday will bring an exciting close to the Tennessee Collection sale as many of the significant players are 
waiting for the closing hour to jump into the fray. 


2021 GFRC Black Friday Sale Summary 
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The 2021 Black Friday Sale was unlike others in past years. The sale set a new GFRC record with 73 sold lots at slightly 
over $50,000 in discounted sale prices. Nearly 25% of the discounted lots found buyers. 


GFRC clients rushed to make purchases on Friday leading to my inability to promptly respond to purchases. Delays of 6- 
7 hours in response time was typical on Saturday as | worked to pull sold lots from the inventory boxes along with 
generating invoices. 

Saturday sales were modest with some incremental items being added to existing orders. Sunday sales were surprisingly 
quiet. Frankly, | was not disappointed on Sunday as the time was allocated to preparing today's photography and loading 
the forthcoming Newtown Collection's January auction lots into the COIN system. The evening hours brought time in the 
shipping department to gain a head start on Monday's huge shipping day. 

A sincere thanks to everyone (sellers and buyers) for making the 2021 Black Friday Sale a resounding success. The 


GFRC price lists have seen a considerable reduction in aged inventory. My tasks shift to reloading those price lists with 
fresh inventory. 


Global Financial News 

The Covid-19 Omicron variant surprised investors on Friday with a prompt round of mass selling. Over the weekend, 
information is becoming available that suggests that Omicron is no more lethal than past variants but is more infectious. 
I'm sure that anyone with interest has been conducting Google research including investors. 


Morning market futures suggest that the panic selling has already play itself out. Markets are poised to recover a portion 
of Friday losses with U.S. futures at nearly a 1% upside mark. 


In Asia, Japan -1.6%. Hong Kong -1%. China flat. India +0.3%. 

In Europe, at midday, London +1.2%. Paris +1.2%. Frankfurt +0.8%. 

Futures at 6:20, Dow +0.7%. S&P +0.9%. NASDAQ +1%. 

Crude oil pricing has taken a substantial hit due to the latest Covid-19 variant with renewed fears of lock downs and 
countries closing borders to travelers. We live in unprecedented times where politicians must appear to be doing 


something quickly. New York's governor declaring a state of emergency is an example. 


Crude oil starts the day at nearly $72/bbl. Paper gold has receded to slightly under the $1800/oz mark while Bitcoin is 
trading at $57187. 


The 10 Year U.S. Treasury yield has dropped to 1.54% as investors moved monies back to the safety of treasury bonds.

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Greetings and welcome to another Daily Blog edition from Venice Florida. Mid-west coast Florida weather is downright 
fantastic with sunny skies and daily highs in the low 70s. 


I'm still in awe of the amount of Black Friday Sale orders that continued on Saturday with USPS Priority boxes continuing 
to consume floor space in my small GFRC office. Before we discuss more on this topic, let's shift the conversation to 
forthcoming December 2021 and January 2022 events. 


December 2021 brings two GFRC events that clients should carefully pay attention to. Following is a brief overview of 
what you might expect during the next 30 days. 


Roll-out of Whitman Baltimore show new purchases 


Dan and | were active buyers at the Whitman Baltimore show with nearly 50 coins still lying dormant in the inventory 
boxes. Once the Black Friday Sale wraps up, my attention shifts to those new purchases. The first step is pulling the 
coins from inventory and getting the photography done. 


The Baltimore new purchases are mostly CAC approved early type and U.S. gold pieces that will garner substantial 
attention once posted to the price list. The highlight is an 1870-CC PCGS VF35 CAC Liberty Seated half dollar that will 
garner a Gem quality rating. This new purchase was on display at the Baltimore show and has been subsequently sold 
into a GFRC's client's collection. 


Another Consignment Wave! 
There is no marketing hype with this headline topic. 


Sitting in the consignment queue is the balance of the unsold pieces from the Westend Avenue Collection and the Pikes 
Peak Collection. These will have first priority for processing and/or loading to the price list. 


At the Baltimore show, GFRC took in a premium Capped Bust dime lot on consignment from the the Union Bridge 
Collection. This ten piece lot is nearly all CAC approved mid-circulated grade pieces that will not last long on the price 
list. 


Then comes new consignment shipments including a $30,000 insured offering of $2.5 gold from the Lizard King 
Collection and another Carson City coinage lot from the Murphys Collection. Dan White continues to actively buy 
through his sources and will be dropping off more new purchase to be listed under the Osprey Collection name. 


Whew! 


GFRC Online Auctions - January 2022 Auction Preview 


The GFRC Online Auctions platform continues its logical evolution from being a small collection specialty venue to 
staging larger auction events. 


January brings a two part Newtown Collection Auction Sale that will also include small auction consignments from other 
individuals. The GFRC community is recognizing the benefits of the GFRC Online auction platform for attaining fair 
market prices along with courtesy reserve setting by yours truly. Embedded within the Newtown Sale will be other Liberty 
Seated coinage denominations with offerings being consistently Choice or Gem quality rated items. 


It is well known that major auction houses merge a host of auction consignments into one auction event. Filling in a large 
catalog takes considerable effort. The sale is typically marketed with the name of the lead consignment. Well, the time 
has come for GFRC Online Auctions to also move into this space. Already, | have provided an auction advance to one 
smaller client in order to help with his cash flow needs. 
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Never underestimate how GFRC continues to grow its marketing and selling platforms. My reputation for being a 
collector's dealer is becoming increasingly visible in the numismatic industry. Collector friendly terms and services are 
attracting more clients by the day. The secret? Straight talk and working on thin margins given the low GFRC cost 
structure. Upcoming for the GFRC Online Auctions platform will be a new approach for describing auction lots that 
should result in increasing collector education concerning the auction landscape. Stay tuned to the Daily Blog for 
forthcoming insights on this topic. 


Tennessee Collection Liberty Seated Dollar Set Auction Sale - Active Early Bidding 
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Thank-you Matt Yamatin for a robust GFRC online platform that can facilitate multiple events. While the Black Friday Sale 
was in its second day, the Tennessee Collection Liberty Seated Dollar Set Auction Sale opened on schedule at 9:00 PM 
last evening. Matt's software is so robust that | am heading to bed prior to the events opening without concern for start- 
up issues. Let's remember that Matt's professional card is that of Sustainability Engineering/Management and not HTML 
programming. 


Saturday 9:00 PM arrived and immediately bidding began for the Tennessee Seated dollars. As of this morning, 14 of 36 
lots have initial bids. That is nearly a 40% sell through rate within opening hours and is a positive signal for the overall 
significant of this sale. I'm expecting much more bidding to come given the number of individuals who have registered 
and have yet to place bids. This coming Friday and Saturday will certainly be exciting as the sale reaches its bidding 
crescendo. 


As expected, the CAC approved Tennessee Seated dollars saw prompt demand and bidding. We should not be surprise 
considering the state of the current numismatic market and national inflationary environment. However, not all quality 
Seated dollars can meet the strict CAC standards. There are those pieces that still provide collectors with pleasing eye 
appeal and well preserved surfaces. 


Following are four lots that did not receive initial bids but should have given their overall quality. Don't let these lovely 
Seated dollars get away!

Greetings on a Saturday morning and welcome to yet another Daily Blog edition. Thanks for sharing a portion of the 
Thanksgiving holiday weekend at the GFRC website. 


"Historic" and "overwhelming" best describe the current GFRC Black Friday Sale. This image should illustrate Friday's 
day long challenge with timely responses to Black Friday Sale orders. 
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The above image captures orders for the first day of the sale that roughly totaled $30,000. Already, more orders are 
arriving this morning along with reminders that | owe clients invoices for mailing payments. 


Of course Murphy's Law was in effect on Friday morning. The first critical task of the day was visiting the Venice Island 
PO and personally handing in our "Vacancy" card to restart mail delivery. More on this later. Upon returning home, | 
found Diane on the floor attempting to resuscitate a dead E-Machine computer back to life... 


When attempting to start processing USPS forms for the stolen 1852-D NGC AU55 CAC $5 gold piece, Diane's 2012 
generation E-Machines tower PC died upon start-up. The death was not a surprised and actually welcomed as | had 
grown tired of acting as the technician on such an obsolete piece of computer technology. It was impossible for me to 
travel to Staples or Best Buy to purchase a new computer given the unprecedented response to this year's Black Friday 
Sale. Diane went off by herself to purchase a new computer at Staples with my consulting over the phone. During the 
summer months, | had visited Staples and noted their strong line of HP All-In-One machines and thought this would be 
an excellent solution for when Diane's Maine computer bit the dust. This past intelligence gathering worked well as we 
quickly settled on an HP system with 24" screen, Windows 11 and an Intel i3 processor. By lunch time, Diane was 
working through the USPS gauntlet of forms and direct phone calls to report a missing shipment. Of course, there is little 
hope of USPS ever locating the coin. The USPS process is a prerequisite for filing a claim with Hugh Woods business 
insurance. The entire process is a royal pain! 


| spent all of Friday processing Black Friday Sale orders and moving coins from inventory boxes to shipping boxes. 
Larger orders required the generation of formal invoices. Several clients sent follow-up emails when not having prompt 
responses while | operated with a 6-7 hour lag time between order placement and my response. Some customers shifted 
the contents of their orders while others added more as the day went by. The situation felt overwhelming at times and 
required the same amount of dedicated focus as driving through the I-95 corridor between Washington DC and Richmond 
on Tuesday. Believe me, | can't wait for Tuesday end of day to arrive as some level or normalcy should return to my life 
after an intense two weeks. 


There will be no shipping today to enable a health walk before I return to more Black Friday order responses and 
catching up on invoicing. Monday will be dedicated to shipping Black Friday orders. 


Smooth Maine to Florida Mailing Address Transition 
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Friday afternoon arrived with our regular Venice mail carrier delivering the initial batch of check payments to our Florida 
address.

GFRC Black Friday Sale Opens 12:00 Midnight - 316 Lots 


The 2021 Black Friday Sale opened smoothly at midnight. | found my way to the office early on to check on overnight 
orders and was thoroughly pleased with a long list of email requests from midnight through the early morning hours. 
Initial order responses have given way to composing today's Blog edition. Scanning overnight Black Friday Sales orders 
suggests a total close to $20,000 but there might be a few duplicate requests to be sorted out in the coming hours. 


The GFRC Black Friday Sale will remain active until Sunday 9:00 PM. At that point, the special discount list disappears 


Now is the time to secure coins are favorable discounts before prices increase 
in 2022.

If managing the Black Friday Sales was not enough to keep me busy, bidding for the Tennessee Collection Liberty Seated 
Dollar Set Auction Sale begins tomorrow evening at 9:00 PM. The GFRC website will be seeing all types of customer 
visits during the weekend. 
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Revised GFRC Shipping Terms Through Early 2022 

The theft of the 1852-D $5 gold piece, within the USPS system, sends a signal that small flat rate Priority boxes are fair 
game for those with no morals. Our country appears to be descending into a period of criminality in the name of "equity". 
USPS management is struggling to locate workers as we can attest to first hand at our small Raymond Maine post office. 
I'm certain that the hiring "bar" has been lowered which means that criminals can permeate the USPS system and pray 
on packages. It does not take much research to prepare a list of coin dealer names and look for those among the 
packages. Small flat rate boxes are an inviting target as they can be easily opened, searched, and resealed. Afterwards, 
the boxes are placed back into the shipping system to their final destination. The thieves can easily cover their tracks as 
the stolen property discovery takes place days after the event. 

GFRC will not allow itself to become a target and victim! 

Effective immediately, GFRC will make changes at two levels. First is a change in shipping return address to a name not 
associated with the numismatic business. Secondly, | will move to double bagging shipments valued over $1000. USPS 
Express shipments, using a small flat rate box inside a padded mailer, will become the norm. If thieves attempt to open a 
double bagged shipment, there is no possibility that they can return the shipment intact into the USPS system. The theft 
will be noted at the point at which it occurs. 


Finally, we are entering the holiday shipping season with transit times doubling on Priority boxes. It makes sense to shift 
a substantial portion of GFRC shipments to Express level since USPS guarantees their committed arrival date and time. 


I need the understanding of the GFRC community to support this shipping change. My out of pocket cost for a USPS 
Express padded envelope shipment is $28. Following are the new shipping charges: 


- Less than $1000 - No Change 

- $1000 to $3000 - $20 (No Change) 
- $3000 to $7000 - $25 

- Greater than $7000 - $30 


The migration to a higher percentage Express shipments is a significant change in how GFRC ships packages. Already, | 
have ordered 60 Express padded envelopes with Priority shipment to the GFRC Venice office. 


Thank-you in advance for the support and understanding. 


Wrapping Up The Blog 

My plan is to be working in the GFRC office the entire day other than a visit to the Venice Island main post office to 
restart mail delivery to our address. The Venice post office stops mail deliveries for snowbirds and requires us to re- 
register our local presence before delivering mail. It is a smart move on the part of the local USPS management team. 
This afternoon brings two phone calls to discuss individual lots within the Tennessee Collection auction sale.

A GFRC gold coin shipment arrived with the USPS Small Flat Rate 
Priority box partially opened with the enclosed 1852-D NGC AU55 CAC G$5 piece missing. This one really pisses me off 
as the USPS service is moving towards a state of unreliability.

But first, Diane and | would like to wish our consignors, clients, customers, and friends a Happy Thanksgiving with 
families.

Yes, today's Blog will contain straight talk as I'm growing 
tired of the political correctness that permeates our great country. 


Let's open with a few trip highlights. The drive through New England was uneventful and was a case of deja vu since just 
driving to/from the Whitman Baltimore show a few days past. All was fine until reaching the I-95/495 point south of 
Baltimore. The roadway became a massive bumper to bumper car lot that extended all the way to 30 miles north of 
Richmond. | have never seen such a massive delay in the Washington DC and northern Virginia I-95 corridor.

Can you 
imagine the challenge of just unloading these heavy bags from the MDX and transporting to a hotel room along with 
Diane taking care of Buddy the Dog? Weight training is paramount to execute this type of inventory movement as | could 
just lift the largest bag high enough to swing into the back of the MDX without scratching the bumper. 





Black Friday Sales Event Opens at Midnight! 


Yes, the Black Friday Sale event is ready to go! One of today's task is to debugging the sale listings to ensure that no 
COIN database data entry errors are evident. 


The 2021 Black Friday Sale will be smaller this year with roughly 260 discounted lots. Pricing discounts range from 8% to 
35%. You must check in at midnight to learn of the special deals. The number of discounted lots should not suprise 
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clients as we are in a inflationary price environment. A reasonable subset of the those coins positioned for the Black 
Friday Sale sold at the Whitman Baltimore show at full retail or with a slight courtesy discount. Clients should quickly 
absorb the remaining discounted coins as prices will be climbing in 2022. 


The Black Friday sale is an important opportunity for both customers and GFRC. It is well known that GFRC does little if 
any wholesale trade with other dealers. Given this fact, the outlet for aged inventory is the GFRC customer base. Why not 
reward loyal GFRC customers with great values several times per year? Regardless of all the pricing guides and grading 
services, the numismatic hobby is still a subjective retail environment. Some coins are immediately scooped up by 
collectors while others will sit in inventory for several years due to a host of reasons. Lack of demand, incorrect pricing, 
and/or insufficient eye appeal are typical reasons for a coin languishing in GFRC inventory. The GFRC sales events are 
an opportunity to readjust pricing points for locating the appropriate buyers.

USPS Thieves Strike Again - Osprey 1852-D NGC AU55 CAC $5 Gold 


As mentioned earlier, USPS thieves have done it again. This time, a rare 1852-D NGC AU55 CAC $5 gold piece was stolen 
from a USPS Small Priority box. The approach has become all too common. The thief opens the box, take out the coin 
and reloaded the box with packing materials including the invoice. Gone is the holdered coin. 


Sadly, this is the first Osprey Collection coin to be stolen in the USPS system. 

GFRC will be promptly implementing shipping changes effective Saturday as we can't spend precious time dealing with 
filing cases with a useless USPS interface and reporting detailed information to NCIC for national crime publication. Of 
course, there is the hassle for client and GFRC in filing affidavits for insurance claims. 

Effective immediately, coin shipments valued over $1000 will be shipped USPS doubled bagged Express as a first step. 
Shipping for orders at the $1000 to $3000 level will remain at $20. Those greater than $3000 will be $25. GFRC's out of 
pocket cost for Express shipment is $28. GFRC will also be changing it return address to a name not associated with 
numismatics. The alternative is going with registered mail which will drive me and clients crazy due to the 


unpredictability of delivery times. Registered mail can take up to two weeks for delivery with inadequate online tracking 
information.

Patience is a Virtue - Extended USPS Shipment Times 


The traditional end of year holiday period is upon us which means extended USPS shipment times. A fragile USPS 
system will be overloaded with holiday online orders. 


Frankly, | dread this time of year from a shipping perspective. USPS transport lead-times will easily double. Online 
tracking information becomes unpredictable which creates anxieties for GFRC clients. Those anxieties often translate 
into emails to GFRC complaining about extended shipment times. Let's remember that | am not the CEO of the USPS 
postal system and also at their mercy to get shipments to their destinations in a "reasonable" amount of time during the 
holiday season. GFRC does not have a special USPS portal account for in depth tracking status. What you see on the 
USPS tracking system is what | see. 


As | continually state is response emails to those with shipping time concerns, patience is a virtue! If concerned about 
transport time, might | suggest that you purchase USPS Express delivery for a few more dollars. USPS is quite effective 
with Express shipments as they must refund shipment cost if not delivered to committed schedule.

All emails will be processed in the order received to determine 
sale lot allocations. Phone calls are welcomed starting at 8:00 am on Friday, Saturday and Sunday mornings. Starting 
Friday morning, | will be contacting buyers with purchase invoices and immediately preparing shipments. The GFRC 
Quick Ship program will be used extensively for customers that are well known to me. 


Will Lay-A-Ways Be Available for Black Friday Weekend Sale Items? 


Unfortunately no....the Black Friday Weekend Sale is a cash and carry event. Regular GFRC payment terms will apply. 
Paypal usage will require a 3% adder to the combined purchase and shipping total with no exceptions. Credit cards 
usage is also possible with same 3% adder. For customers who wish to make a larger number of purchases and require 
30 day terms, I'm sure we can work out a payment approach. My only requirement is that Black Friday Sale lots be 
completely paid for by the end of 2021. Orders requiring 30 day terms will not be eligible for Quick Ship. 


When Will Black Friday Weekend Sale Lots Ship? 


Orders paid via Paypal, and those from well known customers on the Quick Ship program, will see their orders shipped 
on Saturday and Monday. For newer customers paying via check, those orders will ship once checks arrive to the Venice 
Florida office. 


Not All Pedigreed Collection are Created Equal 
A reminder is in order that not all pedigreed collections are created equal with buyer caution being important. 


A new pedigreed collection has arrived to the market and will be auctioned at Winter FUN. I saw a portion of that 
collection on display at the Whitman Baltimore show. All pieces have been graded by NGC with a special pedigree label. 
There were few CAC green beans within the display. The offerings are Liberty Seated and U.S. gold centric. 


My advice to clients is to carefully view images if not in a position to conduct in hand auction lot previews. 


Some pedigreed collections have stood the test of time while others have not. Personally, | see the Pittman pedigree as 
one of the top collection names for early type coins. Pittman had an incredible eye for beautifully toned coins. The 
Eliasberg pedigree is also most noteworthy. On the other end of the spectrum is the Richmond Collection which 
contained many cleaned and problematic coins. | will go out of my way to not stock any coins with the Richmond 
pedigree on the TPG label. The 2013 Eric P. Newman/Col. Green coins, holdered by NGC, are a mixed bag. This pedigreed 
collection contained many gems but also a host of coins with ugly dark toning due to decades into old paper envelopes. 
These are difficult to sell if still found in their original 2013 EPN NGC brown labeled holders. 


The new pedigreed collection was assembled by a well known die variety specialist and researcher. When collecting and 
researching die varieties, one must purchase a new die variety specimen regardless of the coin's surfaces. | know this 
first hand when acquiring over 1600 Liberty Seated dimes when building The Definitive Resource for Liberty Seated Dime 
Variety Collectors online reference. One must buy when an opportunity presents itself. The result is a wide distribution 
concerning surface quality or lack there of. 


It would be inappropriate for me to say more on this topic. My advice to GFRC clients is to proceed with caution and 
carefully consider your purchases. There will always be some gems within a large named collection. However, the overall 


quality of a pedigreed collection will be remembered and might taint those gems in future years if remaining in the 
pedigreed holders. Not all pedigreed collection are created equal.

Greetings and welcome to the Daily Blog as the final day of the Whitman Baltimore show arrives. Thanks for staying 
close to the reporting. 


Today's Blog edition will be brief as the time to pack and return to Maine approaches in a few hours. I'm also a bit worn 
down with the lack of regular amenities here at the Day's Inn. This Baltimore trip has been eye opening for the fact that 
the city has not returned to normality nearly two years into the Covid pandemic. On a positive note, Internet service 
works and there is hot water for a morning shower. 


Another Rip Roaring Whitman Baltimore Show Day Prior to Rittenhouse Verdict 


Every dealer I've spoken with has had a rip roaring positive Whitman Baltimore show. Collectors arrived with monies in 
their pockets and spent. GFRC's booth "yield" as defined by the number of customers that looked and bought was easily 
in the 90% range. 


Friday business was a continuum of Thursday's opening day sales. Collectors arrived at 10:00 AM and were very active 
until 2:00 PM. GFRC's sales total easily broke through the six figure mark. 


By 2:30 PM, the Baltimore show promptly died with collectors quickly clearly out. I've never seen Heritage Auctions pack 


up so rapidly and exit a Baltimore show as took place yesterday. Usually, their tear down and packing takes place on 
Saturday morning. 


At the GFRC booth, we took the sudden show slowdown as a chance to relax and catch-up on other important items.

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World). This session was incredibly insightful and brought much food for thought for the next GFRC Online Auction 
marketing campaign that will kick off in January. 


We closed the GFRC booth early and said our goodbyes to Len who was heading to BWI for a flight back to Chicago. The 
balance of the team returned to the Pratt St. Ale House for a final dinner. Then it dawned on me to check the status of the 
Rittenhouse trial result on the cellphone. With relief | read that Kyle had been acquited of all charges. The American 
justice system worked as intended by our founding fathers. The acquittal explained the sudden clearing of the Baltimore 
show for fear of more protest and the possibility of riots. This fact immediately became personal as | had a seat by the 
front window of the restaurant.

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Greetings for a third day from Baltimore and welcome to the Daily Blog. For those not attending the Whitman show, you 
are missing out! 


Is the numismatic market back in a big way on Baltimore? Absolutely! But first a true to life mystery guest blog from 
Booth 818 as captured by Dr. Watson (Len Augusburger). 
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Sherlock Fortin and the Case of the Missing Loupe 


Solo coin dealers have to wear many hats. You have to be an IT specialist, a coin counselor for your clients, a logistics wizard, and 
on occasion actually trade coins. Gerry had to add another position to his resume this morning — professional detective. Early in 
the morning, Gerry discovered that he had lost his coin glass. This is a serious matter. A numismatist’s eye is everything, and 
when looking at hundreds of coins every day, the glass becomes like a part of one’s body.

A Rip Roaring Whitman Baltimore Show! 


Yes, it certainly felt like the best of old times at the Whitman Baltimore show during Thursday's initial sales day. From the 
moment that the GFRC booth was opened until 5:45 PM wine time, our booth was constantly busy. Honestly, | can't 
remember a single moment when we did not have at least two customers being attended to throughout the day. 


Being an engineer and recognizing that five 8' tables with eleven cases of coins is much ground to cover, the day started 
with a team meeting. Our strategy would be a zone defense much like in football. Dan was assigned the U.S. gold cases, 
Rose Marie attended to the half dollar and dollar cases. Covering the Tennessee Collection lot viewing and quarters was 
Tom Coulombe. My free safety was Len covering copper through dimes and roaming about on special assignments. 
Gerry sat in his make shift center office with the laptop and the security case. 


Upon opening the booth, the wholesale dealers descended and bought. Within the first half hour, GFRC had accumulated 
$50,000 in sales leaving me consumed with invoice generation. The Case of the Missing Loupe was clearly upsetting as 
losing my cherished loupe was not a good start to the day. Len has it right that a loupe becomes part of your body with 
eyes being tuned to the glass optics. 


Early Bird traffic was constant through 12:00 noon including the insourcing of a wonderful Capped Bust dime 
consignment. At 12:00, the formal opening of the bourse to the general public took place with a wave of customers 
appearing at the table. The zone defense worked like a charm with each table assistant handling their cases leading to a 
steady flow of coins into the center office for quotation or receipt generation. 


Notably absence were the vest pocket wholesale dealers that work the floor with a luggage bag full of coins. Actually, this 
was a good thing as there was no time to leave the center booth office to view multiple double row slab boxes. 


5:00 PM arrived, the standard time for relaxing during a regular office day with an adult beverage. Unfortunately, 
customers were still circling the booth leading to a delay in opening a 2015 vintage Coppola Claret. Here is a cellphone 
snapshot of the team with a special debut of my favorite wholesale dealer joining the end of day celebration. Rose Marie 
is not in the picture since being the photographer. Please forgive our lack of face coverings..... 
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Once the day wrapped up, the GFRC team had sold 43 coins during the initial Baltimore show session. I'm certain that 
today's session will be just as busy with more fresh faces visiting the GFRC booth.

I'm also pleased to report that the GFRC Online Auctions platform is gaining traction in the numismatic market. Thursday 
brought several phone call bidder registrations including that of a high profile individual who's name would be 
immediately recognized.

The Newtown Collection consignor made an appearance at our table to discuss strategies for his upcoming 2022 auction 
sale. We tentatively agreed to use a two part sale approach as was recently done for the Oregon Beaver auction sales.

National Inflation Hits the Coin Market 


Greetings once again from Baltimore and welcome to the Daily Blog on a Thursday morning. 


My apology in advance for a brief Blog edition as the Whitman Baltimore bourse floor opens at 8:00 AM with remaining 
booth preparation issues to deal with. 


I'm most appreciative of the Whitman decision to allow dealers to setup on Wednesday evening. This change provided 
adequate time for assembling a complex exhibit without being overrun by Early Birds or other dealers wishing to gain 
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first shot at GFRC inventory. When Gerry is assembling the GFRC display, | am solely focused on that task given open 
cases and double row slab boxes hanging out on cases. Transferring coins into those display cases without interruption 
is paramount. Making a sale with a 10% profit is much less important than the risk of losing coins to theft. 


I'd like to quickly move on to a important topic that every collectors should be made aware of. Let's start with a simple 
question. 


Do you believe that national inflation is isolated to food, energy, and other CPI parameters or is there the possibility that 
coins are seeing price inflation? 


Of course, collectors don't want to hear that coin prices are rising for the basic reason that their numismatic budgets will 
buy less coins. I'm sorry to report that indeed coin prices are moving up and quickly. 


This fact became immediately apparent during Wednesday's dealer wholesale trading session in Room 308 at the 
convention center. Dan and | arrived promptly to secure first shot with several of our regular suppliers. Once delving into 
a host of double row slabbed boxes and looking at the asking prices, it was painfully obvious that the coin market is 
experiencing its own pricing inflation issue. | made note of this fact with one dealer who was most transparent on the 
matter and acknowledged that inflation has hit the coin market. Unfortunately, when inflation arrives the price guides 
become lagging indicators. Prices move beyond the guides with those who update the guides in catch-up mode. 


To illustrate this point, please check the PCGS Price Guide and the CDN CAC Guide. PCGS has been more proactive in 
pushing prices up to market making CoinFacts auction records irrelevant in many cases. PCGS Price Guides numbers 
are nearly all green at this point flagging price increases. Many PCGS price guide numbers are now higher than the CDN 
CAC guide numbers. Prior to this inflation wave, the two guides were reasonably linked. But not anymore... 


The GFRC Sales Archive is also suffering from the same inflation issue. Prices for premium coins sold during the 2018- 
2020 time frame are also obsolete and should be viewed accordingly. 


During yesterday's dealer to dealer trading session, | saw wholesale asking prices at 10-20% above the current guides as 
a basic observation. In many cases, | could not touch these coins at my offers prices would be viewed as excessive by 
GFRC customers. U.S. gold type prices have jumped significantly at the MS64/MS65 level as dealers anticipate spot gold 
returning to the $2000 level in the near term and increasing demand for physical U.S. gold as an inflation hedge. Dealers 
are anticipating these market shifts and pricing accordingly. 


During the past two days, Gerry and Dan purchased 53 coins for inventory with little being bullion gold related. We 
focused exclusively on premium collector coins. We worked hard and visited with many dealers and looked through 
countless double row boxes to locate mostly CAC approved coins with price tags that were not excessively inflated. We 
bought what we could and left a host of great CAC approved coins behind due to asking prices well above the guide. 
The U.S. numismatic market is now in a period of transition into a new and higher pricing structure. Those of you that 
own large collections should be very pleased. Those that are in the process of building a collection must face reality if 
you wish to maintain your hobby and pursue goals. The buying power of the U.S. dollar is shrinking at the gas pump, at 
the grocery store, and at the Whitman Baltimore show. 


If you can find a premium coin at current guide numbers, | suggest that you not wait. Come the Winter FUN show, the 
price guides will have pushed up further with quality coins costing even more. 


Today's Blog is written not as an exercise for hyping GFRC coins. Rather, | am being transparent as too the state of the 
current market. Yes, | also suffered sticker shock on Wednesday after not attending a national show and dealer trading 
event for a substantial period of time.

It is nearly 7:30 AM and best that | hit the upload button and prepare to walk to the Baltimore Convention Center with Dan 
and Rose Marie.

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Live From Baltimore 
Greetings from Baltimore on a Wednesday morning and welcome to another Blog edition. Thanks for stopping by. 


Gerry, Dan and Rose Marie arrived safely to the Days Inn on early Tuesday afternoon. My drive, from Maine, was 
uneventful and quick. The weather was ideal and traffic appeared to be below normal. 


Upon arriving to the Days Inn, we could tell that the hotel had yet to recover from the Covid-19 pandemic and the loss of 
tourism in the Inner Harbor area. The hotel felt like a ghost town with front lot parking blocked except for one space. 
Upon checking in, we learned that the restaurant and bar remained closed. This fact was an major inconvenience as we 
planned to have daily breakfast and dinners at the hotel to minimize walking around outside after dark. The Rittenhouse 
trial and jury verdict were also on the back of our minds for potential unrest. Prior plans to stay close to the hotel and 
convention center were promptly upended. 


Some quick thinking on my part brought the movement of GFRC inventory to Dan and Rose Marie's room while | hiked up 
the Charles Street hill to a favorite liquor store and food mart.

Whitman Baltimore Show - GFRC at Booth 818

The Whitman Baltimore Expo returns this week after a much too long two year hiatus. I’ve had the date circled on my calendar 
for a few months and confirmed travel as soon as the show was announced. I'll be hanging out at Gerry’s table all day Thursday 
and Friday, doing whatever | can to help things run smoothly. | would jinx things by predicting a feeding frenzy, but | do expect 
healthy activity on both the wholesale and retail side. The Whitman dealer list notes 285 dealers attending, so there will be a lot to 
see. 


It’s always good to review the packing list before attending a major show. Let’s summarize: 


Checkbook: This is one you don’t want to forget. If you are trusted and well known on the bourse floor, it is possible to make 
purchases without cash or check, but it’s bad form. 


Glass: Yes, the dealer will loan you a glass if you are seriously considering a purchase, but again, bad form. Be professional and 
show up with the right tools. 


Inventory List: Always good to know what you already own while navigating the bourse floor. Duplicates can be OK, but generally 
don't help achieve collecting objectives. 


Comfortable clothing: Everything is casual these days, and coin shows are no exception. Physical appearance counts for a lot 
less on the bourse floor than trading skill. 


Snacks: Keep an energy bar in your bag, you may not have enough time for lunch, or may not consider the bourse floor 
concession stand offerings to be edible. 


Show and Tell: Collectors like seeing each other’s latest purchases — be prepared to participate. Good coins also signify to 
dealers that you are a serious buyer. 


As a reminder to our host, there are a few extra packing items for Gerry: 


Afternoon drinks: The 5pm libation is now de rigueur (a fancy French term for mandatory, while I'll throw in since Gerry is French 
Canadian )at the GFRC table and caps off a (hopefully) busy day. 


Whitman ID: Whitman issues hard IDs for dealers, who are expected to bring them back to future shows. Woe be to the dealer 
who forgets to do so. 


Price list: It’s not practical to consult the computer for every price quote, so a few printed copies must always be at hand for 
working with clients. 


Good luck jade coin: Blog readers are well familiar with the GFRC jade coin, and | expect it will be making an appearance in 
Baltimore. 
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The masking policy for this show is still a mystery to me. What is certain is that you will need a mask to get into the hall. After 
that I’m unclear on the protocol. At the FUN show in July, you needed the mask to get in, and for most attendees it came off as 
soon as you passed through security. The ANA convention was similar. Reportedly some dealers enforced masking policies at 
their table, though | did not personally see this. | am boosterized and would prefer to not mask up, but will go with the flow, 
whatever it is. 


For the Baltimore show, finding the GFRC booth is easy — make a right turn when entering the hall, and then the next right turn 
after that. We'll be at table 818. Of course you will be stopping there first! | do want to also call attention to the LSCC meeting on 
Friday at 9am in Room 3071, in addition to an LSCC dinner that will be at 6:30pm Thursday, at the Pratt Street Ale House across 
from the convention center. Finally, the John McCloskey coins being auctioned at the FUN show in January will be available for 
previewing at this show (there is also a follow-on sale in February). 


The Stack’s-Bowers sale this time around is going with the new model — the sale itself is held after the event instead of running 
concurrently with the show. It’s simply cheaper for them to run this from their in-house studio in California, and there is additional 
advantage in not having to deal with the specific auction regulations in each state. | myself prefer the new model, it’s more relaxed 
and allows for more socializing in the evening. Speaking of which, my off-hours social calendar is filled as usual, with three 
dinners and one breakfast already scheduled. I’m looking forward to a great show and hope to see many of you there.

There is a considerable gap between operating a mail order (online) coin business and one that is tuned for coin show 
buying and selling. 


The online business is information intensive with photography, image processing, and description generation being 
paramount along with nearly round the clock customer order responses. The beauty of the online business is the 
simplicity of inventory management. Purchased and consigned coins move to the inventory boxes and orders are also 
pulled from the same boxes. 


Coin businesses that are coin show centric don't have the heavy marketing workload and are more transactional in real 
time. Sure, all buy and sell transactions must be properly accounted for. 


When GFRC shifts from operating as an online retailer to that of coin show buying and selling, the transition must be 
carefully orchestrated. Given the transparency commitment of the Sales Archive, some basic information must be 
recorded for each sold lot at a coin show especially when a coin is bought and sold at the show. Secondly, the office 
inventory must be carefully scrubbed to remove coins that are on hold for a client, especially those on lay-a-ways. The 
last thing | wish to do is to sell a coin that has an online hold at a coin show. 


Why this explanation on a busy Whitman Baltimore show preparation morning? The goal is to provides insights into the 
preparation workload that has been ongoing since yesterday morning. Sunday brought the purchase of a fresh coin deal 
and pricing finalization for a new Pikes Peak Collection consignment. Neither have been photographed but will be placed 
into Baltimore show inventory. Basic information for each coin must be entered into the COIN system, again in support of 
the Sales Archive. Also, once the Blog is uploaded and the morning shipping is staged for Diane, the next preparation 
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step is pulling "On Hold" coins from the inventory boxes. Once | am comfortable that the remaining inventory is 
unattached, the packaging for the Baltimore show can begin. 


Westend Avenue Collection Part 2 Arrives! 
Sunday late morning brought the arrival of the second installment of the Westend Avenue Collection consignment to the 


Blog and price list. Sales appeared immediately with five of the following coins already sold. The balance will be brought 
to Baltimore.

Ensuring that every pick-up order is properly invoiced and packed is paramount for 
avoiding customer disappointment. Once mistakes start appearing, service recovery further exacerbates precious time 
consumption. 


A vibrant consignment based business also means writing a host of consignment checks to happy clients. The next 72 
hours will see me writing many checks as the last opportunity before arriving at the Venice Florida office. 


The GFRC goal is prompt error free service for all customer and long term clients. However, this past week has seen a 
few shipping errors creeping into the fray due to a substantial workload and the feeling of being overwhelmed with the 
back to back Baltimore show and Florida migration along with a Black Friday sale and Tennessee Collection Seated 


Dollar Auction Sale. As a client reminded me, all you can do is take one hour at a time and do your best to work through 
checklists. 


The upcoming time frame through Monday evening will see me fully consumed on the business and homestead 
winterization fronts. If | don't respond to phone calls, text messages, and emails promptly, please understand why.

One point of mental relief is the fact that all Black Friday Sale discounting instructions have been loaded into the COIN 
system as of yesterday evening.

During its infancy, the 
Daily Blog was a disruptive idea. Who in the world would take the time to write a blog each day concerning a small coin 
business? On the surface, that is how many saw the Blog. What most individuals, including my competitors did not 
understand, is that the Blog was to become the primary GFRC marketing tool. Recently, | discuss this fact in a pull vs. 
push marketing segment. Instead of spending precious early capital monies on Coin World or other venue advertising, it 
was decided that the Daily Blog could be the focal point for community building. This morning, a new Seth Godin 
blogpost reinforced the aspirational 2015 goals for the Blog. 


Seth Godin Blogpost: Your big idea 

No one is going to steal it. Not if it’s actually a big idea. 

One thing that big ideas have in common is that they're almost impossible to give away. 

You could have bought Amazon stock for lunch money, been an early backer of Acumen, financed part of Spike Lee’s first movie, 
had front row seats to Hamilton, bought BTC for $2... you get the idea. Even insiders usually take cash instead of stock options. 
And early customers almost never race out to build a competitor. 


When big ideas show up, almost no one sees what's possible. All they notice is that change is risky and new stuff might not work. 


Don't worry so much about someone stealing your ideas. In fact, it's probably worth working harder to get people imagining that 
they might. 


By 2018, once it become evident to the numismatic industry that the Daily Blog was a powerful communications and 
community building vehicle, my competitors began announcing their own blogs. Some have placed much effort into their 
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versions but limit the publishing to once per week. Others write short commentaries on a random basis. These firms still 
rely on push marketing as their primary marketing vehicle. 


The Daily Blog continues as a big idea that has survived the test of time. It has become part of a numismatic lifestyle and 
a driving component for the GFRC success story.

Spot Gold Breakout is Real After Terrible CPI Report 

What timing for a technical chart breakout for spot gold prices! 

Yesterday's 8:30 AM CPI report was a real stinker with U.S. inflation running at an annual 6.2%. Blog readers should take 
comfort that they don't live in mainland China. Chinese citizens are witnessing a 13.5% annual inflation rate. Inflation is 
an insidious economic mechanism that strips away people's purchasing power. The only defense is to own appreciating 
assets like land, housing, precious metals, and truly rare numismatic items. 

Here is this morning's Kitco 1 Year technical chart that illustrates the breakout. The current Kitco quote is $1865. The 
next breakout milestone is $1900. If gold can move above that threshold, we will see $2000 gold in the near term. 
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Global Financial News 


Equity markets are taking the bad inflation news in stride with small percentage pullback on Wednesday and positive 
morning market futures for today's opening. 


In Asia, Japan +0.6%. Hong Kong +1%. China +1.2%. India -0.7%. 
In Europe, at midday, London +0.3%. Paris +0.1%. Frankfurt +0.1%. 
Futures at 6:20, Dow +0.1%. S&P +0.3%. NASDAQ +0.6%. 


The 10 Year U.S. Treasury bond yield has also reacted to the terrible October CPI report with a jump to 1.57%. Who in the 
world wishes to keep monies in Treasury bonds when inflation is eating up those gains and then some? 


Seeking Alpha published a short article on the inflation situation and quotes Uncle Joe. Read and believe at your own 
peril. 


Inflation is looking a lot less "transitory" after CPI figures released yesterday, which showed consumer prices jumping 6.2% from a 
year ago and the fifth straight month higher than 5%. It's also the fastest rate since 1990, and while that might cause some worry 
in the general population, Wall Street appears to be discounting the effects. Many continue to argue that the Fed won't get too 
aggressive, inflation could moderate next year, while some think stocks could even benefit along with a rise in asset prices. 


Snapshot: Businesses are passing on higher costs to consumers, with 60% of small business owners raising prices in the previous 
90 days, according to a November survey of 560 firms by Vistage Worldwide. Companies are struggling to get materials and are 
delaying orders, adding to demand pressures, while a labor shortage is putting upward pressure on wages. Some feel that will 
need to prompt a shift in U.S. economic strategy, which sought to jolt pandemic demand through unprecedented fiscal stimulus, 
though others say supply logjams are at the heart of the issue and targeted spending could help ease those problems more 
broadly. 


"Inflation hurts Americans pocketbooks, and reversing this trend is a top priority for me. With the [infrastructure] bill we passed last 
week, and the steps we're taking to reduce bottlenecks at home and abroad, we're set to make significant progress," President 
Biden said in a statement. "Very soon we're gonna see the supply chain start catching up with demand, so not only will we see 
more record-breaking job growth, we'll see lower prices, faster deliveries as well. This work is going to be critical as we implement 
the infrastructure bill and as we continue to build the economy from the bottom up and the middle out by passing the Build Back 
Better plan." 


| thought this additional Seeking Alpha article concerning Xi JinPing power consolidation to be interesting. Clearly the 
Chinese Communist Party cannot allow decentralization for fear of losing control over the population. 


The 'View on America" paragraph made me laugh. This is the old worn out platitudes that are used by all facets of 
Chinese government and business officials to coerce their negotiating counterparts into believing the Chinese sincerity. 
If any American politicians (or media outlets) take these words at face value, they are inexperienced fools. 


Xi's growing power 


China's Sixth Plenum is wrapping up in Beijing, where President Xi Jinping summoned hundreds of top Chinese Communist Party 
leaders this week for an annual meeting. The party's central committee is expected to approve a resolution that would pave the 
way for a historic third term for Xi and potentially position him as ruler for life. That would also have ramifications for the Chinese 
economy, which is expected to become the world's largest within a decade. 


Commentary: "The great irony is that in the 2020s and beyond when China needs to embrace a new development model, there

would normally be a strong case for more decentralization and experimentation," said George Magnus, research associate at 
Oxford University's China Center. "But Xi's model calls for precisely an inflexible and flawed opposite structure. He may rue this 
governance model sooner or later." 


Over the last few months, sweeping crackdowns have been seen across many of China's economic sectors. Those include 
technology, e-commerce, social media, fintech, gaming, ride-hailing and crypto miners. The decisions have wiped a trillion dollars 
off both stock markets and commodity futures, showing investors that Xi is willing to force through painful reforms at all costs and 
making his hold on the Communist Party look even stronger. 


View on America: "Right now, China-U.S. relations are at a critical historical juncture," Xi declared, according to a recent letter 
addressed to the National Committee on U.S.-China Relations. "Following the principles of mutual respect, peaceful coexistence 
and win-win cooperation, China stands ready to work with the United States to enhance exchanges and cooperation across the 
board." The letter comes ahead of a first (virtual) meeting with President Biden, which could take place as soon as next week.

The offering of 36 Liberty Seated dollar lots is a substantial event for the Liberty Seated collecting community. Following 
is my introduction for the offering.

Welcome to the final GFRC Online Auctions sale of 2021 and what a collection to wrap up the first year of operations! 


| could not be more pleased with the progress that the GFRC Online Auctions platform has made in less than twelve months. 
Every new business start-up presents learning challenges as was the case for this new venture. The response from the GFRC 
community has been marvelous with auction events nearly every month. Those auctions ranged in value from $50,000 to 
$250,000. Lots that did not sell at an auction were promptly posted to the regular GFRC price list and Collectors Corner for post 
auction sales. 


The final 2021 auction event features an often neglected Liberty Seated coinage denomination due to collecting difficulties. Liberty 
Seated dollars are a bold undertaking due to scarcity and financial capital requirements.

U.S. equity markets are treading water as the announcement (8:30 AM) of October CPI increase is closely anticipated. 
Expectations are for a 5.9% annual increase. However, the Federal Reserve loves to use the "core CPI", which excludes 
food and energy costs, for its economic management. Yes, food and energy prices can be volatile but, in reality, 
consumers spend considerable monies for these basis needs. 


Today's CPI report could put more pressure on the Federal Reserve and their "transitory" explanation for current price 
increases. As mentioned in yesterday's Blog edition, $100/bbl crude oil will raise inflationary pressures well into 2022. 


Price inflation is not isolated to the U.S. My sources in mainland China are also reporting a serious food price inflation 
issue with citizens beginning to hoard before the traditional Lunar New Year period. Chinese New Year arrives on 
February 1 during 2022 and is the year of the Tiger. 

Morning market futures are predicting a weak equity trade at 9:30 AM. 

In Asia, Japan -0.6%. Hong Kong +0.7%. China -0.4%. India -0.1%. 

In Europe, at midday, London +0.5%. Paris -0.2%. Frankfurt flat. 


Futures at 6:20, Dow -0.2%. S&P -0.3. NASDAQ -0.4%. 
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Spot gold pricing increased to $1832/0 on Tuesday before settling back to the current $1827 level. Bitcoin is essentially 
flat at $66863. 


Any retreat in WTI crude oil prices has been temporary of late. This morning's quote is approaching $84/bbl. 


The 10 Year U.S. Treasury yield stands at 1.48%.

Has Spot Gold Experienced a Technical Breakout? 
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Along with all else that was taking place on Monday, | made a financial investment move into gold yesterday. Carlo, my 
Merrill Lynch investment manager, and I have been building a close relationship as our investments philosophies are 
similar. We look for common sense opportunities and avoid running with the crowd. Carlo counts on me for gold price 
movement advise. 


During the weekend, spot gold prices jumped to $1820/oz. That alone is not a big deal. However, if a student of technical 
charts, the move to $1820 was a breakout above the 200 and 60 day moving averages at the tip of a long pennant and 
pole formation. I've been waiting for this moment to return monies back into gold. The key question is was the jump to 
$1820 a head fake or a real breakout. Monday trading saw gold hold the breakout. This morning's number is $1827 and 
holding. As they say, no guts, no glory. | took the gutsy route and moved monies from short term U.S. Treasury bonds 
towards a new gold position. Later in the day, Carlo emailed back with Goldman Sachs market research for gold. Their 
forecast is $2000/oz within three months. 


Following are two Kitco technical charts that will illustrate what | am seeing and responding too. The Daily Blog is in no 
way an investment newsletter. I'm simply sharing my observations and how | responded with my own monies. 


First up is the 1 Year Kitco technical chart. I've marked the breakout point with a black arrow. The daily price curve has 
gapped above the 200 day and 14 day moving averages. The 14 day average will cross through and above the 200 day 
average if gold stays above $1800/oz. On its own, this small move would not garner my attention. But let's look at the 8 
year Kitco technical chart next. 


1-Year Gold London Fix Ph High 1943,26 Low 1683,95 
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The 8 Year Kitco technical chart has been building a classic pole and pennant formation during the past six months. I've 
been watching this formation looking for a potential entry point based on the behavior of the moving averages. 
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Carlo shared that his Merrill Lynch analysts are forecasting a continuation of rising oil prices to above $100/bbI during 
the first half of 2022. Crude oil at that pricing level will not allow inflation to be transitory as is being peddled by the 
Federal Reserve and the Biden admin. Sure, our government wonks can conjure up a CPI number without an energy 
component but the everyday working person will feel the effects of higher prices for transportation, food and heating/air 
conditioning. In this environment, gold should makes it move. The only gold headwind could be the Federal Reserve 
partnering with the major banks to short the price of gold in the commodity markets. The last thing that the U.S. political 
class wants is a run-up in gold prices that illustrate that inflation is not transitory. 
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From a common sense perspective, one can leave monies in short term U.S. Treasuries that pay a fraction of a percent. 
Those monies are being eroded by inflation operating at a 5%+ level. Moving monies into precious metals that pay no 
interest but will protect against severe inflation appears to be a low risk step towards insuring a financial portfolio. 


Global Financial News 


U.S. equity markets continue to rally and set new records on nearly a daily basis. Those who are continuing to cry wolf (a 
pending market crash) should find another topic to discuss.

WTI crude oil is holding at $82.26/bbI. The newest developing here is the re-opening of the international airline industry 
that will certainly place more demand for jet fuel as we move into the winter heating season. 


Bitcoin is now at a new record level of $67,382 while the 10 Year U.S. Treasury yield stands at 1.46%.

In yesterday's Global Financial News segment, | asked if | was wrong about Bitcoin as a sound long term financial 
investment. I've been skeptical of Bitcoin from day one as a contrived form of digital money with no issuing government 
or sovereign entity. The Tenafly Collection consignor sent along this perspective last evening. 


Hi Gerry, Good info regarding bitcoin and cryptos in this morning's blog. There is no "right or wrong" about it; | just keep away from 
all of it. To me it's just a fad like the yo yo and hula hoop that will fade away. Here in CA (maybe elsewhere?) the state Real Estate 
Board banned crypto payments for real estate about a year ago; this payment type used to be a specific contract addendum. 


It may be a temporary "hedge" against inflation, or whatever, but precious metals, rare collectibles, blue chip stocks have 
fundamentals, not some questionable algorithm which may go away as fast as it arrived about 15 years ago. It'll pass history 
along with influencers, non tangible tokens and fractional currency (which are worth a lot more than pocket change today!), and 
was a necessity during that time.

Bill McClean, President IC Insights, has been an ongoing Daily Blog reader. IC Insights is a leading semiconductor 
industry market research firm. Bill and | have had a number of private conversations concerning Asian developments in 
the semiconductor industry.

I've often 
mention the 1869-S PCGS MS67 CAC dime where | paid 2.5x over the guide followed by John Albanese adjusting the 
guide once evidence of the purchase was provided. Just this week, | bought a condition census 1841 half dime and paid 
well over the CAC guide as the guide was again incorrect. If purchasing the 1841 half dime at the guide, it would have 
been a nice rip with decent profit. It takes knowledge and some guts to make these types of numismatic moves for a 
personal collection and the GFRC business. 


I've provided my insights on the 1862-S dime offered in tonight's auction. It is up to the community to decide what this 
dime is worth in today's inflationary market. Let's not forget that I'm also releasing six premium Liberty Seated dimes 
from my reference collection in this sale. I've not made much mention of this fact but passionate students of the series 
should be paying attention and bidding accordingly. | purposely set the reserve prices at very fair levels to encourage 
spirited bidding. 


Good luck to everyone who plans to bid this evening. As usual, Sunday morning will bring quick invoicing via email 
followed by lot shipments early next week.

Nearly all online retail businesses view customer email addresses as assets. The larger the customer email list, the more 
successful the firm. Why you might ask? The response is simple; push marketing. 


Let's start by defining what push marketing is for those who are not in the retail business. The Radd Interactive website 
shares a decent explanation as follows: 


In push marketing the goal is to bring your brand or products to your customers. This form of marketing is a lot more deliberate and 
proactive than other inbound methods. Because push marketing is a bit more aggressive then the alternative it’s generally 
preferred by businesses taking advantage of a short time-period or trying to generate sales quickly. 


For online businesses, push marketing means bringing their brand directly to customer via email. Once an initial 
purchase is made and an email address is tendered, that firm can automatically issue advertising emails to you with the 
push of a button. Call it a one size fits all strategy. 


There are firms in the coin business that generate revenues by selling their extensive email lists to smaller companies. 
Some that immediately come to mind are CoinWorld, CDN Publishing, and occasionally, the ANA. A smaller coin firm 
generates an ad which is broadcasted by these entities for a fee. 


Frankly, I'm not a fan of push marketing. Each day brings a host of emails from coin firms that span decades of 
purchases as a collector. If still operating solely as a collector, | would have my email address deleted from many of 
these businesses. However, since operating GFRC, these unsolicited emails allow me to stay on top of competitor 
advertising with little effort. 


I'm a firm believer that pull marketing is a better long term strategy. Let's go back to the Radd Interactive website for an 
explanation. 


Pull marketing, on the other hand, involves naturally accruing traffic. The reasoning here is to create high-value content 
suited for your target audiences and letting them come to you. Of course this doesn’t mean doing nothing. Pull marketing 
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simply means being aware of the fact that there are already users actively seeking out the products, services, or information that 
you offer and making it easier for them to find it, and making it easier for them to get to their ultimate goal. 


Have you noticed that GFRC never sends out an advertising email to your Inbox? Instead, the marketing and 
communications strategy is the Daily Blog! 


Preparing the Daily Blog each morning is a 2+ hour task. The Blog seeks to provide high value content to clients and to 
those who simply wish to lurk and read for free. The Blog has an educational component along with philosophy 
discussions about collecting and life in general. Some readers find the Global Financial News segment to be a concise 
summary of the past day's financial market action. Of course, the Daily Blog is GFRC's marketing vehicle. Each day, new 
offerings, including the GFRC Online Auctions platform, are posted in the Blog. 

The decision to visit the Daily Blog is completely up to each reader. An effort must be made to bookmark the Blog and re- 
engage on a daily basis. If readers find value, they become fans. If some don't see value, they leave and do not return 
which means | must do a better job! 


Seth Godin's Blogposts are another example of pull marketing. Each morning, | make a habit of reading Godin's thinking 
for entrepreneurs. When a suitable topic works for the Daily Blog, it is posted. 


Bottom line, my approach to building the GFRC business, and now the GFRC Online Auctions platform, is done with a 
long term strategic intent. There are no annual bonus payouts if GFRC reaches certain profit or revenue goals. Rather, 
the goal is building a numismatic business with a sterling reputation for transparency, credibility, and personal service. 


Of course, offering premium coins at fair prices is paramount and will lead to a growing business. So far so good with the 
pull marketing strategy.

The 10 Year U.S. Treasury bond yield has dropped to 1.55% which signals that we are moving into a period of stagflation.
